After reviewing at length the tes- 
timony presented in the affidavits, the 
decision says: 
It would de a violence of my con- 
science and judgment to say that the 
proffered evidence given by the wit- 
nesses whom I have seen and heard 
would probably have changed the 
verdict if given upon the trial which 
resulted in the cénviction of the de- 
fendants.| On thejaw and the facts 
they have had a fair trial, and a 
jury of their fellow-citizens has pro- 
nounced them guilty. The court of 
last resort has unanimously affirmed 
that conviction. Appeal has been 
made for executive clemency and in 
these last moments, a year and five 
months after the conviction, when 
the crime itself is almost forgotten 
and human sympathies are deeply 
touched at the prospect of four hu- 
man beings paying the highest pen- 
alty known to law, strenuous efforts 
are made to arrest the judgment of 
the law. | 
Were these efforts directed alone 
to human sympathy there would be 
but one answer. But they are not 
directed to human sympathy. They 
are directed to an instrument of the 
law, whose sole duty is to administer 
justice, arid no matter how harsh it 
may seem to be, it is nevertheless 
justice to deny the motion.”

SAY DOCTORS. 


EW YORK, April 11.—All hope 
N of curing cancer by radium has 
been abandoned by some of the 
foremost surgeons and research 
workers of the country, who declared 
at last night’s meeting of the Amer- 
ican Society for the Control of Can- 
cer that the failures of radium out- 
number cures 100 to 1. 
That nothing is of avall against the 
most dreaded disease but use of the 
knife was the opinion advanced by Dr. 
William H. Mayo of Rochester, Minn. 
Operation is the only cure, but 
radium or ray treatment is in order 
as a temporary palliative, where op- 
erations are impossible, according to 
Dr. Francis G. Weod, director of can- 
cer research at Colombia University. 
Failures from radium outnumber the 
cures 100 to 1, he sald. Another gen- 
eration will be required, he said, to 
furnish knowledge on the real cause 
and actual nature of cancer. Experi- 
ments for thirty-five centuries show 
that heredity plays small part, if any 
at all, in its appearance.

It is contrary to 
all traditions for the general man- 
ager to smoke and work at the same 
time. 

Meanwhile Mr. Thornton ts calmly 
facing what Lord Claud Hamilton’s 
speech in praise of the new general 
manager has made one of the most 
difficult tasks an American or any 
other foreigner has ever undertaken 
in this country.

PERMITS PAROLE 
AFTER A YEAR. 

Supreme Court Decision May 
Aid J. 0 McNamara. 


Overturns Ruling of Board of 
Prison Directors. 
Members Still Have Power to 
Reject A pplications. — 


[BY A. r. NIGHT WIRE.) 7 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 11.—Ac- 
cording to a decision handed down to- 
day by the Supreme Court, every pris- 
oner serving a first sentence in the 
State Penitentiary may apply for 
parole after serving one year of the 
Sentence imposed. Second-termers 
may apply for parole after the expira- 
tion of two years, 


This decision overrules a “long- 


standing regulation of the Board of 
Prison Directors which heretofore has 
held that a prisoner must have served 
one-half of his net sentence before he 
was entitled to apply for a parole“ In- 
Stead it is made mandatory on the di- 
rectors to consider applications for 
parole in accordance with the word- 
ing of the statute which established 
the right of parole. Several hundred 
prisoners in San Quentin and Folsom

The decision was rendered in the 
test case of James H. Roberts, serv- 
ing five years for forgery. It does not 
affect the right of the prison direc- 
tors to withhold a parole, although 
they must hear the prisoner's applica- 
tion for one. Justices Melvin, Hen- 
shaw, Lorigan, Sloss and Angellotti 
signed the decision, Justice Shaw dis- 
senting. 

As bearing on the probable effect of 
the decision, one of the justices said 
later in chambers that he believed it 
would be chiefly instrumental in stuf- 
fing the pigeon holes of the prison di- 
rectors. He had in mind the power 
which the board retains of rejecting 
any application, however éarly or late 
it may be received.

Lillian Palmers Story True, 
Says Investigator. 
Murder Charke by Kilfoil 

Disclosed to Her. 


“I Never Want to See Him,” 
Accused Girl Cries. 

With the statement that beyond the 
shadow of a doubt little Lillian Pal- 
mer, the child-mother, who has be- 
come the central figure in the Kil- 
foil poisoning investigation, is inno- 
cent of the charge of murder placed 
at her door by Phillip Kilfoil, now in 
jail on a statutory charge, Deputy 
Ford yesterday 
concluded his cross-examination of 
the girl. 

Step by step Ford went over the 
transcript of Phillip Kilfoll's testi- 
mony before the grand jury and for 
the first time «Lillian Palmer learned 
that the man who she says is respon- 


sible for her trouble, and who she 


says promised to see her through, 
had not only repudiated the parent- 
age of her child, but had accused her 
of having placed the poison which. 
resulted in the death of * Kilfoil, 
nis sister. 

Amazement and then horror swept 
over the girl and after stating bit- 


terly that she never wished to see 
Phillip Kilfoil again, she freely told 
Ford the facts that led up to her in- 


timacy with Kilfoil. 


According to the child’s statement 
to Ford, Kilfoil warned her against 
allowing her boy friends any free- 


dom and explained what the penalty 


might be, but said that because he 
was an older man and would take 
care of her, whatever liberties she 
allowed him would be right. She 
stated that she had never refused 


Kilfoil’s advances following his decla- 


ration of love for her, more than a 
year ago. She said that it was 
shortly after the death of Kilfoil's 


sister, Lucy, in February, 1913, that 
Kilfoil won her confidence one even- 
ing after they had attended the Mis- 
sion theater, 
Phillip, she said, persuaded her to re- 
maln after all the others had left, to 


which Kilfoil owned.

Their intimacy continued, she de- 
cleared throughout the summer and

Christmas, that he had discovered 
her condition and she had gonfgssed 
that “the boys“ were responsible, LII- 
lian absolutely denied such a confes- 
sion. 


She said she had visited Kil- 
ois office shortly before Christmas 


«uid when he realized that she would 
scon become a mother, he had told 
her not to worry because if they could 
Lot avoid the outcome, he would take 
her away somewhere. 


With this end 
in view, she says, he furnished her 


medicine which he had sent for and 
which under his direction she took 
for some time. 


When Kilfoil learned that Lilltan's

boy, knowing Kilfoil was guilty?” 


asked Ford at this point, and the lit- 
tle girl said she did tell her mother 
at first, but could not keep up the lie, 
80 finally told her the truth. 


“If some of the boys were guilty 
would you shield them and accuse 
Kilfoil?” was asked, to which the 
child made a vehement denial. *

her about the poisoning and no mat- 
ter what form the questioning took, 
the answer was always the same.

for a reason said that what Ford had 
read was funny. 

“Why, he has me crving all the 
time,” she said, with the first free 
laugh of the day. I must hgve been 
a perfect river.” 

In her ghildish way, she told Ford 
all the little intimate things which 
Kilfoil preached to her daily and how 
he questioned her every word and act 
with other children; how he made 
her tell him what other giris said to 
her, and what the boys of her class 
did and said and then after having 
won her entire confidence, utterly be- 
trayed it. 

GIRL TAKES OATH. 


When Ford had exhausted every re- 
source at his power and had gently 
but firmly put the question of guilt 
to her in every way, he asked her to 
take an oath that Phdilip Kilfoil was 
the father of her child and that she 
had no knowledge of how the poison 
that killed Mary Kilfoil got in the 
food. With her big blue eyes round 
with awe, the child took the solemn 
oath. 

Ford stated last night that he is 
— convinced of the child's in- 
nocenc 

That Lillian failed to drink a fatal 
quantity of chocolate on the morn- 
ing that poisoned chocolate caused 
the death of Mary Kilfoil, was due 
to her delicate sense of taste, is the 
belief of MW. Blain, the girl's mother. 
Lillian drank some of the chocolate 
and was made Ul by it. 

Mrs. Blain said yesterday that Lil- 
lian had always been very particular 
about what she ate, and that if an 
apple or an orange had the slightest 
woody taste, she could not eat it and 
that the presence of the arsenic in ihe 
chocolate would be certain to pre- 
vent the child from drinking very 
much of her cup. 

During the afternoon, two of LII- 
lian’s former playmates brought ner 
some Easter roses, which the child 
received with touching gratitude. she 
had only just begun to take an in- 
terest in children of her own age 
when she discovered her delicate con- 
dition and now her greatest fear is 
that she will not be allowed to play 
with the girls and boys when she zets 
well.

quality of fruit, by honesty of pack 
and by efficiency in every detail 
the business from first to last.“ 

Powell's address was illustrated by 
slides made from photographs taken 
by himself on his recent European 
trip. The speaker declared that while 
Spain is the greatest producer of cit- 
rus fruits in the world, the quality of 
its oranges are inferior to those of 
California. The Italian lemon, how- 
ever, Powell characterized. as being 
the finest in the world. 

The plan adopted by the Italians of 
raising their lemons under artificial 
shade was gorie inte by the speaker, 
and he spoke of experiments | along 
this line which are now being tried in 
Southern California, ‘ 

Powell dwelt alsé at some length on 
the by-product industry, particularly 
the making of marmatade from the 
bitter orange of Seville. This industry 
is founded principally upon cheap 
labor, women and boys under IS re- 
ceiving about 20 cents a dav, while 
men for the same period receive be- 
tween 40 and 60 cents, On account 
of the cheap labor, machinery has 
been developed little or-not at all, 

The citrus fruit in both Italy: and 
Spain, according to the speaker, is 
handled in a very crude fashion] and 
cultivation is done for the most part 
by hand. Nothing is known of the 
process of sorting fruit, common in 
California, and the packing-houses 
and methods of transportation are said 
to be very crude, 

Following the lecture, many ranch 
ers remained for an informal digcus- 
sion of the problems connected with 
the citrus industry.

The desirability of such fruits as the 
cherimoya, white sapote, psidium 
Suayba, guava, fruiting passion vine, 
etc., has led to commercial develop- 
ment. The Broadway Department 
Store announced yesterday that it 
will begin an important sale of these 
plants tomorrow. 


The Cherimoya has been classed as 
one of the three finest fruits in the 
world. The fruit is heart-shaped or 
oval, green or brown in color and 
about the size of an orange. 

The white sapote is a Mexican fruit 
introduced to California by the early 
Mexican settlers. Several old trees in 
Santa Barbara have been in bearing 
for years. The fruit is similar in ap- 
pearance to a quince and of about the 
same size. The skin is thin and sur- 
rounds of quantity of soft pulp, very 
sweet. 


The passifiora edulis or passion vine 
is extensively grown in Australia, but 
is very little known in this country. '' 
grows well under California condi- 
tions, producing a fruit about the size 
and shape of an egg.

FEAR CONTROVERSY. 


Members of the foint committee feel 
that a long controvegsy over the city 
and county consolidation, involving 
the old fight between San Fraficisco 
and Oakland, will result, that the 
State bullding project, which is an 
entirely separate and distinct propo- 
sition, will suffer tremendously by 
reason of being coupled with the con- 
solidation measure and that the time 
will elapse before the initiative meas- 
ure for the State building can be cir- 
culated.” 

San Francisco already has a site 
for a State building, and will ask for 
$1,000,000 for a building alone. Sac- 
ramento has asked for $3,000,000 for 
State buildings. These two cities al- 
ready have their propositions on the 
ballot and will not be compelled to 
circulate initiative petitions as will 
Los Angeles.

RERLANDS, April 11.—The Red- 
lands navel orange crop will all be 
about shipped within the next three 
weeks if conditions are favorable. It 
is extimated that at least 80 per cent. 
of the crop has already been shipped, 
and that only in cases where the 
frujt is keeping exceptionally will any 
attempt be made to hold back until 
after May 1. The total shipments of 
navel oranges from Crafton, Men- 
tone, Redlands Junction, Drew and 
Rediands, all included in the Red- 
lands district, will approximate 3500 
cars. Other varieties will, it is esti- 
mated, bring the total shipments from 
the district to 4000 cars or over. This 
is considered as a remarkable show- 


ing, taking into consideration the ap- 


parently hopeless conditions follow- 
ing the freeze. All fruit now leaving 
the city is .ced for transportation.

Chase of Los Angeles has paid a

over $700,000,000, exacting no toll, but 
attempting to encourage commerce 


between the States. Congress has en- 
deavored to prevent the throttling of 
these water courses, the great high- 
ways of the people over which ex- 
clusive franchises and rights of way 
be granted. 

Ut us briefly review some of the 
national legislation of such tremen- 
dous importance to this harbor and 
to every waterway in the country. 
Prior to 1910 there were many in- 
stances where railroads would tempo- 
rarily lower rates, where water com- 
Petition was encountered, and when 
the water carrier, in many instances 
working with limited capital, was 
drtven to the wall, then the railroads 
would raise the rail rates. It was 
my privilege to offer an amendment 
upon the floor of the House providing 
that when a railroad in competition 
with a water route reduced its rates 
for the purpose of driving out the wa- 
ter competition it could not again 


ralse the rate unless it could show to 


the Interstate Commerce Commission 
some cause other than the elimination 
of the water competition. This amend- 
ment was adopted and is now a part 
of the Interstate Commerce Act. 
“This amendment was important, 
but it was not belleved that it was 
far-reaching enough to meet condi- 
tions which it was feared would ex- 
ist with the opening of the Panama. 
Canal. Fer this reason there was 
written into the canal act a provi- 
sion prohibiting railroads from op- 
erating ships through the canal in 
competition with their rail lines. This 
inhibition was believed .to be in line 
with sound public policy, preventing 
railroads from practically paralleling 
their rail lines. The provision doew 
not prevent railroads from operating 
steamships through the canal when 
engaged in foreign trade, but only 
when they compete with their rail 
lines for transcontinental traffic, 
which should not be permitted if 
the canal is to prove of real value 
as a regulator. of freight rates. 
“Ships engaged in the coastwise or 
foreign trade are prohibited, under 
the canal act, from operating through 


— 


the canal if such ships are owned or 
controlled by persens or companies 
violating the Sherman anti-trust law. 
Powers were also conferred upoh the 
Interstate Commerce Commission en- 
abling that body to establish physical 
connections between railroads and the 
docks of water carriers. The com- 
mission was also empowered to es- 
tablish through routes and maximum 
joint rates between rail and water 
lines; to establish maximum propor- 
tional rates by rail to and from the 
ports to which traffic is brought or 
from which it is taken by the water 
carrier. If interstate railroads enter 
into arrangements with water car- 
riers operating from a port in the 
United States to a foreign country, 
through the Panama Canal or other- 
wise, for the handling of through 
business between interior points of 
the United States and such foreign 
country, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission may require such rail- 
road to enter into similar arrange- 
ments with any other steamship line. 

“The people of California are fully 
alive to the impetus which will be 
given water transportation with the 
opening of the Panama Canal. The 
improvement of our waterways means 
much in the development of this 
State. The Federal government has 
been generous with California in the 
way of appropriations. We have a 
coast line 1555 miles in length. In 
order to impress upon Congress the 
vast extent of our coast line, [I ex- 
hibited upon the floor of the House 
last month, when the river and har- 
bor bill was being considered, a large 
map of the United States, and on the. 
Atlantic side I had marked a coust 
line corresponding in length and de- 
grees of latitude with that of Cali- 
fornia. This line extended from Bev- 
erly, Mass., to Charleston, S. C. With- 
in this area were ten States or parts 
of States. I think I proved that Cal- 
ifornia was asking for no more than 
she was entitied to receive. 

“Our State has a wonderful future. 
Her resources are as yet undeveloped. 
The mighty Pacific, which washes our 
shores, offers possibilities almost be- 
yond our comprehension. To the 
west are Hawaii, the Philippines and | 
the Orient.

IGHTS are glowing—just a bit 
L less fervently than the hearts of 
those who sit about in the warm 
brilliance of living-room comforts.

The equipment of the institution 
is absolutely up to date in practically 
every particular. 

The affected horror some personé 
have ‘of having to go to the “Receiv- 
ing Hospital,” a public“ and “free” 
institution—-the idea!—is a phantom, 
bred of ignorance. The treatment 
and skill administered there is on 
per. probably, with that given at any 
ospital in the city. The fact that 
it ia the hospital always prepared for 
any sort of case makes it the 
reception place of those whose need 
ia dire and insistent. 

Visitors from other cities through- 
out the United States have said of the 
Los Angeles City Receiving Hospital 
that it is the best equipped in the 
country. These visitors are police 
chiefs, emergency hospital surgeons 
from cities in the East and iddle 
West, nurses, and others who have 
seen similar institutions in other 
arts of the country. That it is the 
est in California is unquestioned. 


During a recent month there were 
760 cases handied in the hospital, or 
more than one for each hour of the 
day and night. This was the record 
in the institution’s history. The 
clesest competing period for the 
number of accidents, self-destruction, 
attempted murder and other vie- 
tims, was August, also last year, when 
740 cases were handled. 

The increase in the number of - 
tients during the past five years 
been about 100 per month, each year. 


There are thirteen beds in the 
Many have been the occa- 
sions when each one has had its oc- 
cupant and each one a different kind 
of victim.

The women’s ward, much less fre- 
quently filled to capacity, may con- 
tain street car accident victims or 
would be suicides. White-garbed 
women nurses attend them. 

The demented persons found on the 
streets—and there are many more 
than the average cjtizen knows of— 
also are taken to this hospital. There 
they remain until they can be com- 
mitted to the county institution. In 
order to facilitate the moving of such 
patients, so that they shall not take 
up beds, which must be had for the 
use of real emergency patients, the 
surgeons of the Receiving Hospital 
are sworn as deputy county clerks so 
that the commitment may be hur- 
ried. 

Reside the tremendous number of 
accident and ‘violence victims taken 
in daily from every part of the city, 
all the prisoners in the City Jail. all 
the police and firemen are given 
treatment for minor ills. This end 
of the work alone totals a large num- 
ber of patients annually.

COLOMBIAN TREATY SIGNED 
ENDING PANAMA DISPUTE. 


[BY PACIFIO CABLE.) 


OGOTA (Colombia) April 11.—The 

treaty between the United States 

and Colombia settling the Panama 
controversy was signed Monday at the 
State Department of Colombia by the 
American Minister, Thaddeus A. 
Thompson, and representatives of the 
Colombia government. 

The ceremony of signing the treaty 
was impressive. The American Min- 
ister was accompanied by the secre- 
tary of the legation, Leland Harri- 
son. The Colombian signatories were 
the Colombian Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, Francisco Jose Urrutia, and 
the members of the advisory commit- 
tee, who had been given full powers, 
Marco Fidel Suares; first vice-presi- 


dent of the Republic, Nicolas Es- 


guerra, former Minister of State; Sen- 
ator Jose Maria Valencia, Senator 
Rafael Uribe and Antonio Jose Uribe, 
president of the House of Represent- 
atives. 

The conferring of full powers on 
this committee to sign the treaty 
bound together the representative 
heads of all the political parties, in- 
suring the ratification of the treaty 
by Congress, which will meet in spe- 
cial session for that purpose on May 
1. It is also a guarantee of the future 
stability of the government. 

The negotiations with the Colom- 


bian government have been carried 
on by the legation at Bogota and 
since the return of the American Min- 
ister on March 31 frequent confer- 
endes have been held. It is said they 
have been most difficult to bring to a 
successful conclusion, owing to mis- 
leading advices on the situation from 
Places outside of Colombia and a cer- 
tain semi-American sentiment which 
has been kept to the front by vari- 
ous interests. 


The signing of this treaty is looked 
upon here as a most momentous event 
in the history of the foreign relations 
of Colombia and marks a new era for 
her future. It is pointed out by those 
who have been strongly supporting the 
treaty that the friendship of the gov- 
ernment and the people of the United 
States is of incalculable value. 

The settlement of this vexed 
tion indicates a marked change in the 
sentiment of Colombians for the 
United States, in which they frankly 
acknowledge where their best inter- 
ests and future development lie. The 
feeling of satisfaction and relief from 
the situation which has existed during 
the past eleven years was apparent in 
the capital tonight.

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GIVE UP FIGHT 


ON BETTING. 


German Council Decides to 
License Bookmaking. 


Expect Yearly Returns of 
Sia, Million Dollars. 


Measure Puts Gambling Up- 
on a Legal Basis.

BERLIN, March 28.—The German 
authorities have again capitulated to 
what they term “the ieradicable 
gaming instinct of the average per- 
son.” After continued and vain at- 
tempts to put an end to promiscuous 
betting on horse races, which involves 
a sum yearly estimated at between 
$150,000,000 and $200,000,000, they 
have dechded to license bookmaking 
in an effort to secure for the state 
a percentage of this sum. A measure 
to this end, already reported briefly 
by cable, has been adopted by the 
federal council, and is now awaiting 
the action of the Reichstag. It is 
hoped to have it become effective in 
time for the Baden-Baden races next 
August. 

Heretofore the only form of bet- 
ting sanctioned by law has been by 
means of the pari-mutuel machine. 
This, however, was available only to 

rsons able to visit the race tracks. 

e result is that a vast army of 
bookmakers, estimated at 6000, ply 
their business in defiance of the law. 
In addition every barber shop and 
thousands of cafes and similar resorts 
harbor their handbook men. 

Competent authorities estimate 
the number of business places where 
Wagers can be laid on horse races at 
over 200,000. Prosecutions for book- 
making increased from 1600 in 1906 
to 8000 in 1912. For the most part 
they resulted in tri fines or short 
jail sentences, and the business went 
ahead just the same. The bettor, too, 
is outside the law, and has no remedy 
against dishonest handbook men or 
bookmakers who refuse to settle win- 
ning wagers. 

The number of licensed bookmak- 
ers is not fixed in the new measure, 
but it is understood that the govern- 
ment contemplates licenses for about 
fifty, scattered throughout the em- 
pire, each of which will be entitled 
to establish branch offices to meet 
the demand. Notwithstanding rigor- 
ous provisions against illicit betting, 
punishing both bookmaker and bet- 
tor (the latter with fines up to $250,) 
experts believe that illicit books will 
continue to flourish, not only because 
the wage-earners, clerks and small- 
salaried men who today furnish the 
bulk of the handbook custom cannot 
afford the minimum stake of $12, but 
because the heavy taxation of the li- 
censed bookmakers will enable the 
——— men to offer far tter 
Since 6 per cent. of every bet en- 
tered will go to the government as

from 6 per cent. on bets at odds of two 
to one or less up to 20 per cent. on the 
long shot of twenty to one or better, 
the man who plays a heavily-backed, 
odds-on favorite, say at seven to five, 
may risk a possible fine rather than 
the certain loss of nearly half of his 
scanty winnings. To backers of hun- 
dred to one outsiders the prospective 
surrender of some $25 of a $100 will 
be equally deterrent. 

Limiting authorized gambling un- 
der this law to horse racing, the gov- 
ernment in its introduction to the bill, 
pronounced against betting on foot- 
ball and other sports popular with 
the “middle and lower classes,” to 
save them from the gambling con- 
tagion. Officers and soldiers are 
classed in the undesirable category, 
bookmakers being forbidden to accept 
bets from members of the military 
forces, and betting on races with 
gentlemen jockeys is also prohibited 

An important provision of the pro- 
posed law makes winning wagers col- 
lectable at law, provided they are 
each cash wagers. This, it is believed, 
will greatly reduce the number of 
dishonest bookmakers. The maximum 
penalty for unlicensed bookmaking is 
to be two years’ imprisonment and 
$1500 fine, as against six months and 
$125 at present. Bettors dealing with 
unlicensed bookmakers also make 
themselves liable to imprisonment 
and fine, and to the loss of all sums 
wagered, which will be confiscated by 
the state. The police may forbid the 
publishing of tips and form sheets. 

The government estimates that the 
new law will produce at least 
$6,000,000 yearly, of which $2,000,- 
000 will go to the states where the 
races in question are held, to be de- 
voted to the encouragement of horse 
breeding, and $4,000,000 to the fed- 
eral treasury. Despite the reduction 
of the tax on pari-mutuel takings, it 
is not believed that returns will be 
below the present figures, which are 
approximately $3,000,000 yearly, since 
betting through the machines is to 
be permitted, with restrictions, on 
races outside Germany. Under the 
existing law, the machines may be 
employed only for domestic races.

NEW YORK IN LONDON. 


Anglo-American Exhibition to Be 
Staged in Metropolis Will Show 
Gotham After Nightfall. 
[SPECIAL FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE} 

LONDON, March 21.—The great- 
est Anglo-American Exposition, 
which is to be held at the White 
City in London from May to Octo- 
ber, will be in no sense of the word 
an ordinary exhibition. In the frst 
place it is not to be a commercial 
undertaking with a view to seeking 
profits for the promoters, for the 
proceeds are to be devoted to Earl 
Grey's Peace Committee Fund. 


The aim of the exhibition will be 
to demonstrate the progress which 
has been made in art, science, and 
industry in Great Britain and the 
United States during the past 100 
years, and to foster the spirit of 
friendship between the two nations. 

Already many hundreds of work- 
men are busy in the grounds. 
The great mountain railroad, the 
largest in the world, is rapidly near- 
ing completion, and will probably be 
the most popuar attraction at the ex- 
hibition. The cars are to be elec- 
trically driven, and automatic block 
signaling will be employed, insuring 
absolute safety. 

On the site of another old mountain 
railroad, which has been entirely 
pulled down, will be erecte da colossal 
reproduction of New York City, show- 
ing its skyscrapers and overhead rail. 
road. By an ingenious scheme of 
lighting, the whole is to be illuminated 
at night, so that the wonderful aspect 
of America’s greatest city after night- 
fall may be seen. 
Among the exhibits, it is safe to 
say, no section will create more in- 
terest than that devoted to engineer- 
ing. One of the most striking ex- 
hibits in this section will be that of 
a gigantic dle press, which is being 
sent over by the Ferracute Machine 
Company, of Bridgeton, N. J. This 
enormous piece of machanery, which 
stands some thirty feet high, will 
cost thousands of dollars to bring 
over and to erect, and will be shown 
in actual operation. 

Large flat sheets of the metal will 
be placed in the machine, and with 
two movements it will stamp out a 
full-sized automobile body. Some idea 
of its hugeness may be gathered from 
the fact that there is m 
for fifty men in and about the frame- 
work and mechanism.

TOBACCO FOR And. 


Was Once Used for the ure of 
Ulcers and Other Sores, as Well as 
for Allaying Wounds. 
{New York Press] Worshipers 
at the shine of “My Lady Nicotine’— 
and how many millions burn incense 
before her altar—are not all aware 


of the origin of the word nicotine, or 
ef the correct account of the awak- 
ening to the value of tobacco on the 
continent of Europe. Most of us are 
satisfied with the statement that Sir 
Walter Raleigh introduced the 
weed into England, and suppose 
that it spread thence all over Europe 
simply for smokigg purposes. 

If we go back to an old Black Let- 
ter volume dating from the year 1577 
we gain a clearer view of the sub- 
fect and interesting light on the or- 
igin of the word nicotine as applied 
to the chief element in, tobacco. Ac- 
cording to this venerable authority, 
now more than 300 years old, Mas- 
ter John Nicot, counselor to the King, 
being ambassador for the King in 
Portugal in the years of our Lord 
1559. 1660, 1561, went one day to 
see the prisons of the King of Por- 
gal, and a gentleman being the 
eeper of the said prisons presented 
him a herb, as a strange plant 
brought from Florida. 

This same Master Nicot, having 
caused the said herb to be set in his 
garden, where it grew and multiplied 
marvelously, was upon a time ad- 
vised by one of his pages that a young 
man, some kin to that page, made a 
plaster of that herb, bruised, both 
the herb and the juice togethers upon 
an ulcer, which he had upon his cheek 
near his nose, coming of a noli me 
tangere, which had taken root already 
at the base of the nose, and that he 
found ‘himself much easier at once. 
Therefore, the said Master Nicot 
caused the sick young man to be 
brought before him, causing the said 
herb to be applied to the sore eight 
or ten days, until it was completely 
cured and healed. And he had it sent, 
while this cure was working, to a cer- 
tain physician of the King of Por- 
tugal, the most famous in his time, 
to see the further working and effect 
of the said ‘nicotiano. He then sent 
for the same voung man at the end 
of the ten days and brought him be- 
fore this physician that he might see 
how the herb had acted upon the 
sore, and he certified that the said 
noli ‘me tangere was indeed utterly 
obliterated, and. indeed, it never re- 
turned afterward. 

Some time after this one of the 
ambassador's cooks, having almost 
cut off his thumb with a big chop- 
pink knife, the steward of the house 
of this gentleman ran to the said 
nicotiano and dressed his thumb 
therewith five or six times, and it was 
finally thoroughly healed thereby. 
From that time on this herb was fa- 
mous throughout all Lisbon, where 
the court ef the Bing of Portugal was 
held at that time, and the virtue of 
this herb was announced far and 
wide, and the people called it “the 
ambaesador'’s herb.” 

The london ambassador, seeing 
that such beneficent effects were pro- 
cuced by this herb, and having heard 
that the Lady Montigny had died at 
St. Germain of an ulcer on the breast, 
which had turned into a noll me 
tangere, for which no remedy was 
known at that time, and that the 
Countess of Ruffe had consulted all 
the famous physicians of that realm 
to help to hea! her face, but that 
none of them had found any remedy, 
he theught it wise to communicate his 
good news to France, and, therefore, 
sent to King Francis II, and to the 
Queen Mother, telling them all about 
tobacco and how to use it. as well as 
how to apply it to thie dread disease, 
as had been proved by experience. 

In this wav we have evidence that 
tobacco was considered the cure for 
uleers and even cancerous growths, 
more than for smoking, and in 
Inis way the word  ~nicotine is 
to be traced to this ambassador, John 
Nicot.

We have seen if the loans of banks 
be increased, the credits of banks are 
also increased. In other words, the 
loans create the credits, but in pur- 
suing this argument we must remem- 
ber to treat all banks collectively as 
one bank. As every bank, therefore, 
is engaged in creating loans, it Is also 
engaged in creating credits, and 
this is true in every country. The in- 
struments used in carrying out these 
Operations are the check and the bill 
of exchange. 


THE BILL OF EXCHANGE. 


The bill of exchange is one of the 
most powerful instruments we have 
in common with other countries. I 
will try to explain how a foreign bill 
of exchange does its work. A mer- 
chant in India buys jute for ship- 
ment to this country, and places that 
jute on board ship. He receives from 
the master of the ship a document, 
which you all know is technically 
called a bill of lading. The merchant 
in India has made arrangements with 
hie house in London, or some other 
house, on which he is empowered to 
draw bills for the value of the jute, 
plus the charges for conveying that 
jute to London. When he has drawn 
the bill of exchange he has two docu- 
ments in his hands—first, the bill of 
exchange, and, secondly, the bill of 
lading, and, if he has insured the jute, 
he may also have the insurance pol- 
icy. He then sells to a banker the 
bill of exchange, with the other doc- 
uments I have mentioned attached, 
and receives from the banker in re- 
spect thereof rupees, with which he 
ys for the jute. When the jute ar- 
rives in London it is sold and the pro- 
ceede of the sale are used to pay the 
helder of the bill. Now, on the other 
hand, cloth, say, is shipped from 
Manchester to India, for which the 
Indian importer pays in rupees. Now, 
how does the Manchester merchant 
receive the proceeds of this cloth? 
Bills are drawn in sterling on the 
firms in India which import the cloth, 
and are remitted to India. When a 
bill is presented, it is paid in rupees 
at the exchange of the day. The ex- 
change banker in India who has re- 
ceived the rupees converts them into 
sterling at the same rate, and the 
shipper in Manchester receives back 
in sterling the amount of the Dill 
which he drew on India, less commis- 
sions, postages and stamps. 
EXPORTS PAY FOR IMPORTS. 


Let me now endeavor to explain 
how exports pay for imports, taking, 
as an example, wheat shipped from 
Canada to this country. The firm in 
Canada who purchases and ships the 
wheat on account of the buyer in 
England having received the bill of 
lading for the wheat, draws a bill of 
exchange on the buyer, which he 
sells. In technical terms, this is 
selling exchange, and the shipper of 
the wheat in Canada is the seller of 
exchange. In the same way there 
are sellers of exchange for all ex- 
ports. There are many classes of 
buyers of exchange, but the most im- 
portant are the importers. The gell- 
ers and buyers of exchange do not 
deal personally with each other, but 
through an intermediary called a 
broker. Brokers, therefore, sell ex- 
change on account of exporters, and 
buy exchange on account of importers 
but the brokers ultimately buy and sell 
through’ bankers in America or Can- 
ada. The bankers buying the ex- 
port bills remit them for discount 
and? credit to their agents in London. 
Against the credit balances thus cre- 
ated the bankers sell bills to im- 
porters, who use them to pay for the 
goods they purchase from abroad. 
You will thus see, when a Dill is 
drawn against an export and sold to 
a banker, he uses the proceeds by 
drawing bills on London, which he 
sells to the importers. in this way 
the bills drawn against exports pro- 
vide the means, through the banker, 
for paying for imports. 

IMPORTS EXCEED EXPORTS. 
The total imports of merchandise 
into Canada last year amounted to 
£130,000,009, and the total exports 
to £70,000,000. To the extent there- 
fore of [76,000,000 her imports were 
paid for by her exports, leaving a 
balance of £60,000,000 to be paid in 
some other way. In addition to this 
import balance, Canada has to pay a 
large sum every year, amounting at 
the present time to about £15,000,000, 
in respect to interest on mon- 
ey borrowed. The total amount, 
therefore, to be paid otherwise than 
by means of exports, was £75,000,000. 
How is this done? By borrowing in 
London through the issue of stock. 
Canada vreates credit balances there 
against which she sells exchange to 
importers. If she cannot continue to 
put out hr loans, she cunnot con- 
tinue to import commodities to such 
an extent as at present, because she

INFLOW AND OUTFLOW OF GOLD 
It will be interesting to you to en 
amine the inflow and outflow of gold | 
through the issue department of tho 
Bank of England. This department 
is so distinct from the banking de- 
partment that the former might be 
located in Birmingham and the latter 
in London. When bar gold is sent by 
any country to London after being a. 
sayed, there is always a market for it 
in the Bank of England. For every 
ounce of bar gold of a certain fineness 
paid into the issue department bank 
notes afe issued to the owner of the 
gold at the rate of £2 17s 94 per 
ounce. The Bank of England is un- 
derstood to have a rule that it will 
not give more than 12 i7s d per 
ounce, and as almost the whole of the 
South African gold has recently been 
sold to foreigners at £3 178 9%4 per 
ounce, the Bank of England has ro- 
ceived very little, and has consequent- 
ly been obliged to put up its rate to 
5 per cent., and may even have to go 
to 6 per cent., in order to protect the 
gold which it has, and in the hope 
of attracting more from abroad. x. 
In addition to watching the bank 
rate, we must also watch the market 
discount rate. As a rule, this rate 
fluctuates with the bank rate, but it 
also fluctuates irrespective of the bank 
rate.

WATER QUESTION SOLVED. 


Backers of New Imperial Valley 
Townsite Declare Ample Supply for 
All Purposes Is Assured. 

NILAND, April 11.—The organiza- 
tion of the Niland Water Company 
for the purpose of meeting the imme- 
diate necessity for water in the town 
of Niland and its vicinity has solved 
the last of the utility questions in 
this place.

structure.

_ KING OF THE FLORAL WORLD. 


Southwick C. Briggs, a Wealthy Business Man, is Greatest Grower 
of Orchids and Collectors from All Over the United States 
Make Pilgrimages to His Greenhouses—$5000 for One Albino. 


ASHINGTON, April 6.—Wh en 
you read that a dinner was 
made beautiful 
know it cost the man of 
house $300 and possibly 
to provide that single item in the en- 
tertainment given his guests. 

A bride’s bouquet, always paid for 
by the groom, would look rather 
scant if it did not contain two dozen 
orchids at, say $1.50 apiece. The 
sum total of expense, laid by cus- 
tom on the young man, can be less- 
ened, however, supplying the 
bridesmaids with violets, lilies of the 
valley, and ferns. Even so he will 
realize that he is taking a wife. 

Orchids are the aristocrats among 
flowers. They are also wonders in 
the growing world because they live 
but moisture and air. 
their diet, through all 
the generations since their creation, 
it would be natural to think of them 
as fragile vines with thread-like 
tendrils and dainty foliage. 
are robust-looking 
members of the floral universe, often 
with roots as thick as a man's thumb 
and with evergreen leaves as bril- 
liant and heavy as those of a rub- 


feeding on the trees to which they 
are attached, but earn their own liv- 
ing by breathing in all they need 
from the atmosphere, 

A library of books has been writ- 
ten about orchids. Poets have glori- 
fied them in words. Rich men col- 
lect them as they would pottery or 
pictures. Hunters have lost their 
lives in searching for them in tropical 
Great orchid shows are held 
Paris, Brussels, Berlin, 
Boston and New York. 

There are many kinds of orchids— 
thousands of them, indeed. Families 
flourish by themselves or are inter- 
married, it might be said, and clans 
or new tribes are thus established.

“There are agents in different parts 
of the world from whom collectors 
and dealers can purchase any species 
tney desire. Among the thousands 
upon thousands of orchids the ones 
whicn Americans see most frequent- 
ly delong to the great cattleya fam- 
lly. They come into our markets, 
one variety after another, throughout 
the year. 

“These orchids are found only in 
South America and were named for 
William Cattleya, one of the earliest 
amateur growers and collectors in 
England. Cattleyas are seen south- 
ward from near Mexico City to 
Brazil. Their blooms are large and 
unusually beautiful. The  cattleya 
labilata, from the Organ Mountains 
of Brazil, blooms in October and No- 
vember. It has rose-colored sepals 
and petals and a crimson lip. Oc- 
easionally in a box of these orchids 
one will play a trick on nature and 
produce a white flower.

“Various kinds of scales and insects 
come out of the tropics with the 
plants and have ‘to be trapped or 
killed by fumigation.

“Greater progress has been made 
during the last fort yyears in the cul- 
tivation of orchids than in any other 
branch of horticulture. Fast — 
ships and daring and  inteliigent 
hunters have supplied the markets of 
Europe and the United States with 
orchids once found only in the green- 
e | houses of very rich men. Orchids that 
formerly sold for pounds in London 
are now bought for shillings. One 
dealer in Europe annually imports 
200,000 plants. Some firms of for- 
ists in this country buy 12,000 plants 
a year simply to supply their trade 
with flowers. Commercial or- 
chids are not difficult to cultivate if

ORCHIDS ALL THE YEAR. 
“Flowers from the cattleya 
schroderae are for sale in this coun- 


try during February. They are large 
and fragrant and pale rose or Iilac 
and orange in color. The cattleya 
mossica cores in April and May. It 
is found principally in Venezuela. Its 
lip is crimson and purple, marked 
with deep yellow. The cattleya gigas 
is a summer bloomer in this latitude. 
Thus you see, there are orchids all 
the year for weddings, dinners and

“The blooms of the cattleya family 
retail at from $1.50 to $2.50 apiece 
White ones, gold colored in the cen- 
ter, sell at from $3.50 to $6 each. 
Some men wear orchids as button- 
hole bouquets. Joseph Chamberlain, 
the British statesman, always had an 
orchid on the lapel of his coat when 
he appeared in the House of Parlia- 
ment. He has his cwn collection, it 
is true, but even at that the flowers 
must have cost him a good, big re- 
tail sum. It costs me 80 cents a year 
to maintain an average orchid plant. 
If the plant is old it may have 250 
blooms. That is the outside limit. 
The average plant produces from 
four to eight flowers. Carnations 
nine inches apart represent an ex- 
pense of 6 cents each at the open- 
ing of the season. Roses cost more; 
12 cents at least. Orchids often 
stand the grower from $1.50 to $2 
2 at the start of the blooming

J should say that an expert florist 
could make from 8 per cent. to 15 
per cent. a year growing orchids. 
There are ups and downs in the busi- 
ness as there are in all other kinds 
of money-making efforts. Orchids 
with which I began my experiments 
twenty years ago are still alive and 
fruitful. The vitality of orchids, 
considering their sustenance, is 
marvelous and that is one ad- 
vantage on their side as a commer- 
cial proposition. And the possibility 
of finding a rare plant gives to the 
pleasure of orchid growing the mild 
excitement of discovery and specula- 
tion. 

A PLANT SOLD FOR $5000. 

“An albino orchid, pure white, was 
sold in this country to an English- 
man for $5000. He cut it in two and 
went home in one ship with half of 
it. while a man followed him on an- 
other ship with the remaining half. 
He didn’t mean to risk the whole 
plant in a single vessel. The 
odontoglossum crispum, whose flow- 
ers are white, with red or chocolate 
spots on the lips and a yellow crest 
at the base, are worth a great deal 
of money. When the white ground 
is blotched with purple and deep red 
the plant producing the flower will 
sell for $1000, and perhaps for $5000. 

“Nearly sixty years ago, Sir Hugh 
Low discovered a beautiful orchid in 
Borneo. He took it to England, where 
it went into the famous collection of 
J. Day. It did not bloom until 1867: 
When it did bloom it caused a sensa- 
tion. The sepal was white, striped 
with crimson. The petals, six inches 
long, were pale yellow and dull crim- 
son, while the lip was rose colored. 
Mr. Day named the orchid after 
Stone, his gardener. A few plants 
were successfully propagated and the 
finest of them brought $5000 each 
at auction. 

“Once there was a lost orchid.

Admiralty Keeps Up Mystery 
of New Submarines. 


Scientists Say the Flea Is 
Scarlet Fever Carrier. 


IA Fr. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE) 

LONDON, March 24.—American 
citizens in London who come under 
the scope of the new income tax law 
are making their returns at the Con- 
sulate with cheerfulness and alacrity. 
The returns are numerous but do not 
make a great sum in aggregate. The 
incomes of the very wealthy Ameri- 
cans residing here are taxed at the 
sources, so that the returns of them 
are made on the other side. The 
heaviest income thus far reported at 
the Consulate is one of $60,000. The 
citizen who paid declared that 
the tax was a reasonable charge for 
the privilege of being an American 
citizen. 

This was the tone adopted by most 
of the makers of returns, and the 
staff of the Consulate, anticipating un- 
willing and protesting citizens, were 
agreeably surprised at their attitude. 

A resident who paid without grumb- 
ling stated that the few protestants 
against the new tax are Americans 
who have taken root here, and who 
have clung to their American citizen- 
ship for sentimental or business rea- 
sons. Some of these have been on the 
point of becoming British subjects for 
some time and the imposition of the 
income tax may hasten their decision. 


VIEWS OF “GLOOMY DEAN.” 


Dr. William Ralph Inge, dean of St. 
Paul's, whose sermons and lectures on 
things modern have won for him the 
sobriquet of “the gloomy dean, de- 
clares that Protestant asceticism is re- 
sponsible for that singular product of 
our civilization known as the modern 
business man. 

When one reflects that a man is 
constitutionally indolent, that his na- 
tural desires are easily satisfied, and 
that unremitting attention to money- 
making disqualifies its votary from en- 
joying the finer pleasures of life, it 
must be clear, he said, that nothing 
but a queer sort of religious self-mor-. 
tifitation could induce many persons. 
to choose the life which the successful 
business man has to’ lead. 

When the money-maker was an 
and really creating wealth to the pub- 
lic advantage, his work might be an 
instrument of valuable moral disctr- 
pline. But now that the financier had 
dethroned the merchant, now that 
wealth was appropriated rather than 
created, the connection between re- 
ligious austerity and business was al- 
most dissolved, and there was the un- 
edifying spectacie, so common in 
America, of the unscrupulous specu- 
lator, who made his home in his office, 
while his wife squandered his ill-got- 
ten millions in vulgar and senseless 
extravagance.

Smoothly asphalted and macadam- 
ized boulevards branch in almost ev- 
-ery direction and more are to be 
built soon, The new Pico-to-the-Sea 
boulevard will provide a route shorter 
than any now existing. The County 
Board of Supervisors long ago adopted. 
a policy favorable to the building of 
a large number of roads from the 
city to the ocean and the support 
lent by them will undoubtedly aid the 
people in various projects for new 
and shorter roads.

A person may build al- 
most any kind and design of a build- 
ing, anywhere he may own the 
ground, thereby reducing the value 
of his neighbor's property greatly, and 
sometimes destroying it for the pur- 
pose for which it was intended. 
The law provides for the punish- 
ment of the thief who enters upon

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the premises of a citizen and robs 
him, but there is no protection to 
the property owner who has spent 


much thought, time and money in 
making his neighborhood desirable 
and attractive, only to make it the 
more attractive to the speculator 
building cheap houses, who can and 
does charge more rent for his shacks 


produced by others. 
e effect of such lack of protec- 
tion upon the home builder can be 
easily discerned. It is a common thing 
for a client to state to his architect 
that he is 


but is solicitous only for his 
comforts. 

We have noted, on the other hand, 
that where the regulations exist as 
to the kind and quality and style of 
houses that may be built upon a 
certain piece of property, as is the 
case in private additions, the client 
takes the opposite position. He knows 
that his neighbors will be bound by 
the same regulations and so he feels 
eafe in expending his hard-earned 
funds in the production of artistic 
exterior effects. Sometimes he in- 
structs his architect to leave off the 


finishings of some of the rooms and 
omit some conveniences in order that 
the exterior may be © as attrac- 
tive as possible within his means. 
It may seem, on first thought, that 
such a treatment of a house is a pre- 
tense or sham. On the contrary, it 
indicates unselfishness and altruism, 
for his neighbors and passersby get 
the benefit, while the owner sacrifices 
his comforts. 
One of the principal reasons for 
the indifference of the individual in 
matters pertaining to architecture is 
the almost criminal indifference on 
the part of the government. The na- 
government has realized its 
responsibility in this matter and is 
setting a higher example throughout 
the country. 
Many municipal governments are 
uning to realize the importance 
of their influence and are employing

|UNION ORGANIZATIONS REFUS- 


ING TO BE.TAXED,

Mr. Gompers Admits a Weakness 
in the American Federation of La- 
bor that Indicates Hard Financial 
Straits on the Part of the Unions 
Throughout the Country. | 


[The Square Deal:] The charges of 
Delegate McDonald at the United 
Mine Workers’ Convention against 
President Gompers and the Federa- 
tion of Labor placed Gompers on the 
defensive, both as to himself and the 
organization he represents. In his 


speech to refute the charges of Mr. 
McDonald, Mr. Gompers made open 
confession in regard to the inability 
of the Federation of Labor to suc- 
cessfully collect an assessment on the 
component parts of the federation to 
assist the Western Federation of Min- 
ers in their fight in the copper region 
of Michigan. 

It has been customary for the allies 
of organized labor to so laud the 
strength and greatness of the Federa- 
tion of Labor that the workingmen of 
this country, as well as many large 
employers, have greatly magnified its 
power. The confession of Mr. Gom- 
pers in his speech before the conven- 
tion is proof that the boasted pow- 
er and strength of the federation is 
very largely in imagination. 

In discussing the levying of a 
9-cent assessment against the mem- 
bers of the component parts of the 
federation, to assist the strikers in 
the copper country, Mr. Gompers de- 
clared that it was absolutely impos- 
sible for the federation to collect the 
assessments and gave as the re n 
that a very large proportion of the or- 
ganizations could not pay. Some of 
them could and would, and some of 
them could and would not, conclusive- 
ly showing that the great American 
Federation of Labor is a loosely-or- 
ganized body with little or no power 
to enforce its decrees against its com- 
ponent parts. 

The apology was also a confession 
that the many organizations compos- 
ing the federation were in very hard 
straits financially. This has been 
brought about largely by the constant 
warfare which has been carried on by 
these various organizations in the 
past few years. Strike assessments 
have been so numerous that the or- 
ganizations would not or could not 
respond again to an assessment of 9 
cents a member. 

According to Mr. Gompers, there 
are 106 organizations which compose 
the federation, fifty-six of which he 
said were absolutely unable to pay 
the assessment, nineteen that might 
be able, only eighteen that were able 
and would, six that were doubtful, 
two that could pay but it was not like- 


ly they would pay, one that could but 
would not, one said “yes,” one would 


— 


like to if it could, and two that sim 

said “no.” The federation is ha 

its own troubles. There is consider- 
able dissension among the members of 
the organizations which comprise it. 
There is by no means any unanimity 
of action in the organization. The - 


cialists are a constant menace to the 


present administration and keep it on 
the defensive all the time. Really its 
only power is a semi-political one on 
which it uses its seeming 5s 

of numbers to coerce legislators in 
both State and national affairs. It is 
done by continually keeping repre- 
sentatives under fear that they may 
not have the asistance of the labor or- 
ganizations in being again elected. If 
these legislators really knew the ac- 
tual conditions they would have as lit- 


tle fear of the Federation of Labor as -

After that the 
efficiency of the working force became 
highly satisfactory and no further dit 
ficulty was encountered as far as the 
physical strength and well being of 
the laborers was concerned. 

In explaining this improvement 
brought about by the proper feeding 
of labor, Mr. Shonts throws consider- 
able light on the superior efficiency of 
workmen in the United States, though 
he does not go into that question. For- 
eign manufacturers have always been 
surprised to note the much greater out- 
put per man in the factories of the 
Tinited States than they have been 
able to attain in Burope. As far as 
Great Britain is concerned, the lower 
ouzput is due in part to the amount 
of’ time the men waste in sport and 
in observing holidays, but this does 
not explain the still lower output ‘of 
Continental Europe. The superior ef- 
ficiency of labor in the United States 
is not due to difference in race, be- 
cause descendants of old American 
families are no longer an important 
element in our workshops. The

Bread That Never Fails. 


“I can indorse the following recipes I 


send as good The first one is for making. 


bread that never fails. Soak one cake of 
fresh yeast in a half pint of water. Cook 
three medium sized potatoes in three pints 
of water, and when thoroughly cooked take 
from the water and mash fine, Put the 
water back on the stove and allow it to be 
scalding hot; in a bowl put one tablespoon 
of flour, one of sugar, three teaspoons of 
salt, and one of shortening, if you wish, but 
not absolutely necessary. Mix this with a 
little cold water, ao it will not form lumps, 
and stir in the scalding potato water; set to 
cool, and when cool enough, stir in your 
yeast. Do this in the morning, when you 
are doing your morning work. Inthe even- 
ing thicken this and make a medium stiff 
batter and beat it well. Allow to set until 
morning, and make into a dough and knead 
thoroughly. Let it rise until light. p 
your baking pans, any size loaves you may 
prefer—I like them small—and make five 
loaves from this amount. Allow to raise 


again, and bake in a hot oven that isa 


Thank you for these recipes, as well as 
for the others. you have sent. We have 
always Cornerites struggling to get a good 
bread recipe, and I foresee that this one 
will be more popular even than the others. 
Let me beg those housekeepers who like the

After your chicken is 
dressed, carve it into regular frying size 
and have ready a akiliet with about a table- 
speonful of lard or butter; wipe the pieces 
of chicken dry and place them in the 
skillet and keep turning often, but do not 
brown. This process merely keeps the 
juice in the chicken. As the pieces are 
heated through lift them out and put into a 
stewpan with hot water enough te cover 
them. When the pieces are finished, put 
grease and all in stewpan, season with 
pepper and salt, and boil steadily and slow- 


ly until the chicken is done. The time for

pression to all his doubts in that hor- 


rible moment could not faceghis own 
creed, but with uplifted hands and 
streaming eyes turned heavenward, 
closed the oration with these signifi- 
cant words: “But it is given to us 
all to hope.” 


Normal human beings in all ages, 
climes and places, of all races, periods 
and degrees of civilization or sav- 
agery, have entertained the hope ex- 
pressed by Ingersoll on that very 
memorable occasion. The question: 
“If a man die shall he live again?” is 
surely the most important that ever 
occupied the human brain.

A Good Plan. 


T COVINA the citrus-fruit growers have 

opened a campaign which it is hoped 
will embrace the whole State to stop the 
shipping of cull fruit to the market. Last 
year the citrus-fruit crops were so scant 
that almost anything found a buyer in the 
eastern markets. Yet the policy of ship- 
ping poor fruit was not wise. The poor 
stuff affected the market disastrously for 
the best sent out, and not only for the cur- 
rent time, but affected the market in the 
earlier part of this season. This year the 
citrus-fruit crops are the largest ever pro- 
duced in the State, and the best. Consum- 
ers at the East soon learned the difference 
between the excellency of the crop of this 
year and the poorness of that of last year. 
But the present crop is so abundant that it 


will hardly pay to ship culls to market at 


euch a heavy expense as the freight charges. 
These culls can be used here to profitable 
advantage, and the withdrawing of this class 
of fruit from the markets East will result 
in marketing good stuff at good prices. 
There is no way to accomplish this desir- 
able end but by concerted action in which 
all growers will agree, and then see that 
the agreement is enforced on the part of 


those who would break their word. 


Calitornia Almond Crop. 

VERY kind of crop throughout the 

whole great western country from Wash- 
ington to Southern California is promising 
wonderful results this season, and almonds 
share in this promise, the crop of the State 
being estimated at a value of about a mil- 
lion dollars. Almonds are one of the fruits 
in which California has an absolute monop- 
oly in America, and almost in the world. 
When California raisins became so abun- 
dant as to furnish a supply practically for 
the markets of the world, the Malaga-raisin 
growers were forced out of business. 
Rooting up their vineyards, they planted al- 
mond trees, and this crop is now proving 
more remunerative than ever the raisin 
crops were. The spring is developing very 
great activity all over the State in the set- 
ting out of new-almond orchards. 


Small Acreage Suffices. 


LL throveh the Middle West in years 

gone by the farmer with only a quarter- 
section was considered a rather poor man, 
ard very often found great difficulty in mak- 
ing ends meet at the end of the harvest sea- 
son. In California and throughout the 
Great Southwest it is different, and the dif- 
ference is attributable largely to the prac- 
tice of irrigation. Under an irrigated sys- 
tem the usual tendency is to smaller and 
smaller holdings. Under one such system 
last year the average holding was 46.7 acres, 
compared with this year 42.8 acres. In the 
Middle West the quarter-section used to be 
divided into four forty-acre fields usually. 
Here forty acres with a good stand of alfalfa 
properly handled will feed the year round a 
band of about forty milk cows, and the milk 
will raise quite a litter of pigs with a little 
alfalfa mixed, while a thrifty household will 
pay most of the current expenses of the fam- 
ily from a flock of carefully-attended hens. 
As for citrus-fruit orchards, a man with five 


acres properly cared for is independent, an 


one with ten acres is rich. 


All Look Our Way. 


HE other day on the Coast a Danish nov- 
elist and newspaper editor from Copen- 
hagen announced that his people were look-

We have had a great many immigrants in 
America from Denmark and from all North- 
ern Europe who have proved eminently wor- 
thy of American citizenship Ind have done 
their full share in developing the resources 
of all parts of America, increasing its 
wealth year by year. The Danes and other 
northern Europeans have great skill in gen- 
eral farming, particularly im dairying. 
From the Mediterranean countries we shall 
get a great many people skilled through gen- 
erations of practice in fruit farming. It 
would be as unwise from the standpoint of 
our own interests as it would be unkind 
from that of the overcrowded populations 
of Europe to put any unnecessary restric- 
tions in the way of these people coming 
here and finding opportunities for bettering 
themselves.

Scientific Farming Sure. 

HE California lemon industry is one of 

the most remunerative in agricultural an- 
nals, and one with the surest future before it 
from all present appearances. California 
has only one rival in the world in lemon- 
growing worth speaking of, the island of Sic- 
ily, off the southwestern corner of Italy. 
The industry in that island is many centu- 
ries old, and pretty nearly every available 
spot of the right quality on the island is 
planted to lemon trees. The output is quite 
twice that of the California crop, and all 
Europe and part of America depend on these 
orchards for the supply of lemons. In Cali 
fornia the amount of land available for 
lemon culture is much less than that suit- 
able to oranges, and that is small enough. 
We are informed from Santa Barbara that a 
Santa Fe Railroad official has secured a 
large tract of land at Montecito which he is 


preparing scientifically for lemon culture. 


by ripping up the soil to the depth of many 
feet and giving scientific treatment to the 
soil. The Hayne ranch at Montecito has 
been leased by a syndicate and the land is 
to be devoted to the same purpose. Car- 
pimteria, in Santa Barbara county, has proved 
to be excellent for orange culture, and a ten- 
acre lemon grove there is said to yield a 
gross income of $17,000 and $19,000 a year. 
It must not be taken for granted that this 
is usual, or can be duplicated in many 
groves. It is an exceptional result only at- 
tainable here and there by untirfng care and 
vast expenditure in cultivation, fertilizing 
and other incidents of the industry.

Standardizing Fruit. 
A T SEATTLE, in the State of Washing- 

ton, the National Producers’ and Con- 
sumers’ Alliance and the Producers’ and 
Consumers’ Alliance of Washington have 
been incorporated with a combined capital- 
ization of $21,500,000.

This par- 
ticular Eagle which represents the Eagle

After hearing 
the chapters of this tale read he delivers it 
as his deliberate opinion that it is one of the 
greatest stories of the time. So far as the 
Eagle is able to speak from personal expe- 
rience it is the greatest of many a day, al- 
beit written by an author heretofore a 
stranger to both the eye and the ear of the 
Eagle.

Lemuel Carpenter, in 1834, established 
the first soap factory of this region, on the 
San Gabriel River, a mile or two below the 
Paso de Bartolo. Outside of this, manufac- 
tories did not spring up very rapidly until 
toward the 5083. There were necessarily 
flour mills. Don Abel Stearns had one just 
under the bluff, and in the rear of the site 
of the present Baker Iron Works. The mill 
was operated by an undershot waterwheel 
supplied by the zanja which ran past that 
property—the same zanja that furnished 
water to the bath-house on upper Main, or 
Bath street. This mill was destroyed by 
fire in the early o's, when a modern 
equipped mill, run by steam, was built by 
Isaac Lankershim and I. N. Van Nuys, im- 
mediately west of Alameda street on Com- 
mercial. This was the first modern flour 
mill in Southern California. | 

“When I arrived in 54.“ declares “Uncle

Lima. We are on the edge of the Rimac 
Valley, within eight miles of the Pacific 
Ocean and about 1000 feet higher up in the 
air. Sitting on this bleak desert hill, the 
sea seems a wide streak of silver, beyond 
which are mountainous islands bordering 
the coast. Right in front of us, on the edge 
of the wafer, is the port of Callao with its 
mole reaching out into the ocean, and oppo- 
site it are the islands of San Lorenzo, 
which are to be joined to the mainland. to 
form one of the finest harbors of the east- 
ern Pacific. At our backs, lost in the 
clouds, lie the high peaks of the western- 
most range of the Andes; and right under 
us, so near that we could throw k stone on 
to its roofs, is the great low city of Lima, 
spread out on the plain. That winding 
stream which runs through it is the Rimac. 
It springs forth from the glaciers of the 
high Andes, and gives life to the irrigated 
valleys below. It alone makes Lima pos- 


de fe. 


Now let us turn from the sacred to the 
secular parts of the town. There is one 
just below us. It is the great round Plaza 
de Toros, the immense bull ring where 
fights are held every Sunday, and where 
the Limenos come by the thausands to see 
their favorite matadors butcher the bulls. 
Some of them are quite as bloodthirsty as 


‘the Romans when they looked at the gladia- 


tors in the amphitheater at Rome. Only 
last Sunday, for instance, the bulls were 
not considered as flerce as they should be, 
and the crowd hissed the fighters and drove 
them out of the ring. They even began to 
tear up the seats, and set fire to the build- 


ing, and the soldiers had to rush in and put 
| down the mob. 


The bull ring is on this side of the Rimac. 
The main part of the city is over the river, 
and there we can see the palace of the ex- 
position, which contains the museum, the 
government palace near the cathedral, the 
great. university, the oldest in the new 


There 
are many great plazas or squares which 
have fountains and gardens; and, extending 
out from these, run narrow thoroughfares 
walled with low buildings.

Where the 
houses consist of two or three stories, there 
are balconies that extend out above the 
street, and some of these are so wonderfully 
carved that they make yon think of the 
harem quarters of Cairo, or those of old 
Spain. In the business parts of the city, 
most of the people live over the stores, and 
stretching from one end of the. street to 
the other are long lines of these balconies, 
each house haying its own peculiar archi- 
tecture. The main business streets are not 
more than thirty feet wide. They are so 
narrow that the single street car line is 
close to the sidewalk, and one must be care- 
ful lest he lose a leg as he walks through 
the streets. 

The stores are far different from ours. 
Only the newest of them have plate-glass 
windows, and there are no fancy fronts with 


gorgeous window displays | 
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street in Washington at about the 
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the emerald setting for the yellow city, be- 
tween us and the sea. . 

Now let us take our glasses and look 
more closely at the Peruvian capital. It 
was originally named the City of the Kings, 
and it was laid out by Pizarro only forty- 
three years after Columbus discovered 
America. There was a great city here 100 
years before the ground on which Chicago 
and Cincinnati now stand had been trodden 
by the feet of white men. The city is one 
of the oldest of the hemisphere. It was 
born long before New York or Boston. It 
was the capital of all South America when 
the United States was subject to England, 
and today it is the quaintest and most in- 
teresting town upon the two continents. 
A City of Many Churches. 


— — 


Look at it as it lies there below us. The 
roofs are all flat and the houses are mostly 
of one and two stories. There is a vast ex- 
panse of low buildings, with a great cathe- 
dral and magnificent churches rising here 
and there out of the whole. The cathedral 
is afmost in the center, with its great green 
plaza in front. That church was laid out by 
Pizarro before John Smith landed at James- 
town, and its original cost was more than 
a half-million dollars. it has been thrown 
down again and again by earthquakes; and 
altogether it was ninety years im its build- 
ing. It contains the bones of Pizarro, 
which we shall see later on. . 

As we look over Lima we can see other 
churches and convents whose spires extend 
high over the roofs. The city has seventy 
’ churches in all, and nearly every one will 


pay visiting. The church and conyent f. 
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and young, carries a cane. 
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we have a Methodist bishop 
y hotel who says it is the most 
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to enter a church in a bonnet, and that 
those who do so are tapped with a long stick 
by the sexton and told to take their hats off. 
In the churches the men sit by themselves 
on one side and the women have their seats 
on the other, making you think of a collec- 
tion of nuns who are dead to the world. 

I am told it is different when church is 
over. The people then put on their gay 
clothes. Some go to the bull fights and 
others have evening parties and dances. I 
would say that the costumes at church are 
far more seemly than those of our country, 
where one looks over a tropical garden of 
flowers and birds-of-paradise feathers in a 
vain attempt to reach the eye of the 
preacher. 

No Business on Sunday. 


The Sunday sights of the streets are also 
more seemly. There is no business done 


there is not a sign of goods of any kind to 
be seen. Sometimes there is a grating at 
the top of the door for ventilation and 
sometimes a round hole has been made at 
the height of one’s face so that those within 
might look out; but there is no business 
carried on anywhere. This is so also in 
the evenings on week days. The ordinary 
business hours are from 9 until 6: and at 
night there is no walking along and looking 
into the store windows. Indeed, after dark 
the streets are almost deserted, except near 
the moving-picture shows which have re- 
cently captured Lima by storm. 

And just here I would say that there is a 
great liberal movement going on in this

country. The people are demanding liberty 
of religious thought and worship. New 


gress, and it is now possible for any person 
to establish any kind of a church where he 
pleases. Until now the Protestant mission- 
aries have not been permitted to push their 
religion into the interior, but the new laws 
provide for full religious freedom through- 
out the country. 
This movement is at its beginning in 
Peru, but it has been going on throughout 
South America for several years past. 
Ecuador, which was once very intolerant, 
has established complete religious freedom. 
Paraguay has done the same, and Uruguay 
is about to adopt a new constitution in 
which a section shall be inserted providing 
that there shall be no union of the church 
and state. Similar demonstrations are go 
ing on in Chile, and there a general demand 
is expressed that from now on religious and 
secular institutions shall stand alone. 
The Cathedral. 


But before I leave the churches I want to 
‘take you into the cathedral of Pizarro. It 
faces the Plaza Mayor with its palm trees 
and its beautiful fountains. It is in the 
heart of the city, and its towers can be seen 
almost anywhere over the Rimac Valley. 
The building is said to be the finest church 
edifice on the South American continent 
with the single exception of the cathedral at 
Mexico City. The interior is very impres- 
sive, and it makes one respect the Catholic 
religion when he remembers that Catholics 
have worshiped for more than 300 years on 
that spot. The high altar is a fine example 
of massive silver construction and the stalls 
of the sanctuary are extraordinary speci- 
mens of Indian carving, when Indian carv- 
ing was still in its prime. 

On the walls are fine paintings by Murillo 


and other great masters, and the chapels

impressed by that of Pizarro. The little 
verger of the cathedra! took me into it, and 
under the altar he showed me the coffin in 
which Pizarro’s bones lie. The coffin is of 
white marble with glass sides and top, so 
made that one could see plainly the remains 
lying within. The verger lighted a candle 
and waved it up and down over the glass. 
As he did so, | could see all that is now 
left of the great Spaniard who first explored 
and conquered the west coast of South 
America. It consisted of a skeleton lying 
upon a red velvet cushion embrofdered with 
gold. The skeleton is black as mahogany 
and it looks as though it were varnished, 
The skull lies on a pillow, the neck being 
fastened to it by wires through the ears. 
The jaw is a trifle drooping, the nose is 
prominent and the great eyeless sockets 
looked up at me as I gazed down through 
the glass top of the casket. As I looked 
more closely the whole seemed merely a 
shell.

I am told that in times past 
patches of skin have been cut off and given 
to relic hunters, but as far as ' can see the 
most of the corpse is intact, though decid- 
edly leathery and the worse for wear.

“Were you on the stage when the Presi- 
dent was shot?“ Mr. Busby asked. 


No, I am glad to say I was not. As I re- 


| member, I began the first scene of the third 


Harry Hawk, as Asa Trenchard, fol- 
and held the 
stage alone at the time of the shooting. His 
words were probably the very last President 
Lincoln ever heard. But I have always felt 
that Booth selected the time I was acting 
my part to prepare for his attack. My 
scene was between Asa Trenchard and 
Mary Meredith, I taking the cast of the lat- 
ter, although on the official programme I ap- 
peared as ‘Mary Trenchard.’ It was a print- 
er's error. We sat down near the center of 
the stage and Asa asked Mary's permission 
to light e cigar. I gave consent, and with 
the match with which he lit his cigar he also 
set fire to a document. This document, ac- 
cording to the plot, was a will in which he 
was interested, or, rather interested in hav- 
It was a vital point in the 
drama, and held the rapt attention of the 
audience. What more propitious moment 
could Booth have had to prepare for the 
shooting? While I was speaking, I saw 
Booth standing near the Lincoln box. As 
he had access to the theater at all times, I 
thought nothing of his being there. He was 
a very handsome man, was Booth, perhaps 
the handsomest I ever saw, and the very 
picture of health. But I remei ber that as 
I saw him then I was shocked at his pal- 
lor and a wild look in his eyes. It flashed 
across me he must be sick.” Turning to 
Mr. Busby, Mrs. Struthers asked: “Do you 
remember John Wilkes Booth?“ 

“I remember him well,” replied Mr. Busby. 
“A few weeks before the assassination he 
played an engagement at Louisville. At the 
time I was in charge of the army news of 
the Louisville Daily Journal and had the run 
of the theaters. I saw him nightly, and re- 
call vividiy his strikingly handsome face 
and athletic figure.

I witnessed in New York the return of his 
brother Edwin Booth to the stage. When 
the curtain went up the.great actor stood 
with bowed head waiting for his reception. 
He could not tell whether it would be 
friendly or hostile. When he was given a 
sympathetic greeting he looked as if a great 
load had been lifted from his shoulders.” 

For a few moments there was silence, and 
as Mrs. Struthers sat with downcast eyes it 
was evident that through her mind were 
passing memories of the long ago. Upon 
raising her es to us she said: 

“I can well rec II April 14, 1865. An early 
spring had clothed the hills with a coat of 
green, and as I took my usual morning walk 
I remember that the judas trees and dog- 
woods were in bloom.

“The Octoroon.“ You probably remember 
that Laura Keene had performed in ‘Our 
American Cousin’ over 1000 nights, and the 
performance at which the assassination oc- 
curred was to have been her last, and it 
was given in her benefit. The following 
night I was to have had my benefit, but of 
course it never took place. Not only I, but 
everyone else seemed happy, for the war 
was over and bloodshed had stopped. North 
and South families were to be reunited, and 
the blessings of peace would help us to for 
get the sufferings and sorrows of war. 

“In the box besides President and Mrs. 
Lincoln were Miss Harris and Maj. Rath- 
bone. Gen. and Mrs. Grant were to have 
been in the party, but something, I forget 
what, detained them. The President was 
seated in a rocking chair, and why shouldn’t 
a smile of gladness brighten his eye? He 
sat there a victor, but he showed no sign of 
triumph, only a quiet smile of relief. I don’t 


believe he looked for glory or homage. His 
sympathetic heart was filled no doubt onlyi the star actor in a national tragedy. 
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with kindness and charity—then that awful 
bullet!” 

“And in the moment of victory his genius 
was most needed to help the South and weld 
together in harmony a cruelly-severed coun- 
try, ” remarked Mr. Busby? 

“Without him, for awhile, the nation 
seemed like a ship without a rudder,” ob- 
served Mrs. Struthers. 

Wasn't J. Wilkes Booth sort of a bar- 
room Thespis, a brawling tragedian?“ I 
asked. 

Mrs. Struthers’s eyes flashed with a trace 
of annoyance at the question: “Indeed he 
was not. John Wilkes Booth was a gentle- 
man, a high-minded, cultured man. They 
tried hard to make him out a bar-room 
loafer, though.

There was no personal gain for 
Booth in shooting President Lincoln; there 
could have been none. As Booth lay dying 
in agony after he was shot down in the barn, 
he feebly muttered: ‘Tell my mother I died 
for my country—and did what I thought was 
best.’

The 
Tanuna people have a sub-irrigation system 
which nature operates for them that beats 
any irrigation or reclamation system in any 
of the Western States, and which does not 
now and never will cost a cent to maintain. 


The clearing of farm lands about Fair- 


| 


banks is going on rapidly. Last year the 
area under cultivation was nearly double 
all that which had been cleared and cultt- 
vated in previous years. The yield of those 
crops is a matter of amazement and sur- 
prise to the producers themselves, because 
there, as elsewhere, it had been supposed 
that the lands were worthless for farming 
purposes. 

The United States Experimental Farm is 
located at Fairbanks. There are about 
ninety acres under cultivation. The report 
of the 1912 crop shows Red Fife wheat vield- 
ing fifty-five 
soil under natural 
manoff spring wheat, planted in 1912, and 
harvested about September 1, shows a pre 
duction of sixty bushels to the acre. Wild 
Goose wheat grew sixty bushels to the acre. 

These wonderful results can be directly 
traced to the fact that during the whole of 
the growing season there is no darkness. 
It is all daylight. From May to the begin- 
ning of September one can read a news- 
paper out of doors at midnight.

First 


Easter; Its Story in Art. 


By John Elfreth Watkins. | 


WORK OF MASTERS. 


O THE great Easter pictures of the 
masters one turns with relief after 
having contemplated the famous can- 
vases depicting the revolting scenes, the 
tragedies, the terrors and agonies which 
befell between the last supper and the en- 
commbment of Jesus—painful events which 
erthodox Christians have commemorated 
throughout the past fortnight, passion week 
and holy week. 
To pass from these themes to the resur- 
rection and the events directly following is 


to close one’s eyes upon horrors enacted 


under lowering skies, and open them upon 
the dawn of a radiant springtime morning 


7 of sublime amazements and rejoicings. 


The miraculous event which Easter com- 
memorates was long avoided by artists as 
too tremendous, too sacred. Those who 
first dared the theme executed it with real- 
ism, depicting the resurrected Christ as 
actually stepping out of the tomb or stand- 
ing upon it and as always bearing in His 


hand the “resurrection flag,” with its red 


cross upon a white ground, a banner em- 
blematic of victory over the grave. The 
only scriptural data which these painters 
had to guide them were these few words: 

“Therefore one of the soldiers who 
guarded the tomb came, and said in the 
synagogue: ‘Know that Jesus is risen!’ 
The Jeus said: ‘How? And he said: 
‘First there was an earthquake; then an 
angel of the Lord bearing lightning came 
down from heaven and rolled away the 
stone from the sepulcher, and sat upon it. 
And, through fear of this all we soldiers 
became as dead men, and could neither flee 
nor speak.“ 


The Resurrection. 


The earliest painting of the resurrection 


preserved among the world’s art treasures 


is a panel by Giotto, which shows a clad 
figure of Christ bearing the banner de- 
scribed, and posed as if about to float up- 
ward from the edge of a coffin-like tomb, 
tefore which are seen the figures of two 


prone soldiers. 


Giotto, the painter of this earliest resur- 
rection scene, was a poor shepherd lad from 
near Florence. A noted artist once cam 
upon him by accident, just as the boy, with 

pointed pebble, was drawing one of his 
sheep upon a smooth rock. So remarkable 
was the sketch that the painter took Giotto 
hack with him to Florence, where he be- 
came greater than his master. He became 
also the intimate friend of the poets Dante 
and Tetrarch, and after decorating St. Pe- 
fer’s Church in Rome he had honors show- 
ered upon him by the Popes. He was noted 
also as a wit, as we know from Boccaccio, 
and it was he who, when once tripped and 
thrown by some pigs, smilingly remarked: 


Are they not right, when I have earned in 


my day thousands of crowns with their bris- 
tles, and yet have never given them so 
wuch as a bowl of soup?” 

‘The three Marys are represented at the 


tomb as talking to the angel, while the 


Christ is suspended above them in the pic- 
ture painted, somewhat over a century 


later, by Fra Angelico, the next master to 


attempt the resurrection theme. This 


— 


artist, who might have earned wealth and | 


ease with his brush, preferred to become a 
monk. After he had become famed as a, 
painter Pope Nicholas V offered to make 
him Archbishop of Florence, but he de- 
clined because feeling himself incapable of 
ruling men. 


Two Noted Models. 


Another of the great pictures of the resur- 
rection—one adorning the Vatican—shows 
pen altar-shaped tomb surrounded by four 
soldiers. The slab covering the tomb has 
been moved out of place, and above rises 
the Christ between two adoring angels. He 
bears the resurrection flag in his left hand, 
while the right is raised in benediction. Of 
the soldiers represented at the base of the 
tomb three sit with eyes closed, while the 
fourth stands guard and raises his hand in 
amazement at what he beholds. This 
amazed soldier is said to have the features 
of the great painter Perugino, while the 
model for the sleeping soldier on the left 
of the picture is alleged to have been Ra- 
phael, then one of Perugino’s pupils. 

Some say that Raphael worked on this 
picture, and others now go so far as to 
claim that he painted it entirely. Perugino, 
to whom it has generally been credited, was 
another poor lad who went to Florence to 
find skill and fame. He became a talented 
portrait painter, and throughout his great 
decorative works are distributed wonder- 
ful likenesses of his contemporaries. 

During his time, at about the period of 
the discovery of America, there seems to 
have been painted another striking picture 
of the resurrection—one now in the Na- 
tional Gallery, London. In the center of this 
canvas rises a sharp pinnacle of rock, 
against which stands the risen Christ upon 
a marble sarcophagus. He is partly clad 
in a red mantle, and carries the usual resur- 
rection flag. Below, upon a ledge of rock, 
are five soldiers, four lying unconscious 
and the fifth apparently keeping watch. 


One of the Mysteries. 


Although there is some mystery as to the 
painter of the scene, he is generally sup- 
posed to have been Francesco Mantegna, 
the son and pupil of that great Andrea Man- 
tegna who married Bellini's daughter and 
painted one of the chapels of the Vatican. 

The stone of the sepulcher has fallen and 
crushed one of the soldiers represented in 
the resurrection painted at about the same 
period by Ravaellino del Garbo, a pupil of 
Fra Filippo’ Lippi. One other soldier is 
prostrate with terror, while two others are 
asleep. 

Ivy has already covered one end of the 
more roughly-hewn tomb, shown in a con- 
temporary resurrection group painted by 
Leonardo da Vinci. That many-sided ge 
nius, also born near Florence, painted the 
recently-stolen but recovered Mona Lisa, 
the most wonderful portrait in the world, 
and yet gain success also as a sculptor, 
architect, engineer, inventor, astronomer 
and musician. Raphael, Fra Bartolommeo, 
Caracci, Titian, Sodoma and Tintoretto also 
attempted the resurrection, with varying 
success. | 

Titian represents the risen Christ as soar- 


bursting out of the rock of the sepulcher 


| ing high in midair. Sodoma, whose concep- 


tion is herewith reproduced, depicts Him 
in the act of stepping out of a very conven- 
tional sarcophagus. The left foot is still in 
the tomb, and the right, which has just been 
withdrawn, rests upon the gfound. Close 
below, upon a terrace, are sleeping soldiers, 
while an angel leans upon each end of the 
tomb, and in the background the cloaked 
figures of the three Marys are seen ap- 
proaching. Tintoretto represents Jesus as 


with such force that the rent stones 
threaten to crush the guarding angels them- 
selves. Rembrandt attempted the same 
theme. He represented the angel in the 
act of removing the slab covering the sepul- 
cher from which the Christ is awakening. 
In the foreground the shadowy forms of sol- 
diers flee in terror and disorder, and one of 
them is overturned, head first, by the lifting 
of the slab. These representations, thus 
hastily described, are not among the mas- 
terpieces of their painters, nor are they 
surrounded by incidents of particular inter- 
est. 


The Marys at the Tomb. 


One of the most beautiful of the great 
modern paintings dedicated to the first 
Easter morning is that of Hofmann, rep- 
resenting the three Marys halted just inside 
the deeply-chiseled doorway of a great 
tomb, far within which is seen the angel of 
the resurrection in a burst of light. Two 
of the women have dropped to their knees. 
One bears the bowl in which they had 
brought spices. 

Bouguereau, the modern French histori- 
cal and portrait painter, has used the same 
theme. As seen in the accompanying re- 
production, he represents the three Mary's 
gathered at the door of the tomb, where 
they find the huge stone rolled away and 
the interior of the sepulcher glowing with 
heavenly light. In another painting, Eas- 
ter Morn,” Bouguereau paints the tomb far 
in the background, as a rocky cave, at the 
mouth of which sits the angel. In the fore- 
ground are two of the holy women, amazed 
at the white, haloed figure of the risen 
Christ standing before them, banner in 
hand. 


“Noli Me Tangere.” 


After the resurrection, the next happen- 
ing of the first Easter Day to have inspired 
many of the great painters was the scene 
in the garden when Mary Magdalene, after 
mistaking Jesus for the gardefler, ap- 
proached Him and received the admonition: 
“Touch me not! (Noli me tangere.) For 
I am not yet ascended to my father.” This 
scene has been represented by several of 
the masters under the title “Noli Me Tan- 
gere.” Perhaps the most beautiful of these 
is the painting by Cerreggio, which hangs 
in the Prado Gallery, Madrid. He shows 
the Magdalene fallen upon her knees, while 
she looks up with amazement at the 
Christ, who gazes earnestly down at her as 
He passes before her with one hand point- 
ing to heaven. The hand with which she 
has attempted to touch Him is drawn back 
in this view, but in the accompanying paint- 
ing of the same scene by the great Titian 
she is endeavoring to touch Him and He is

gated tracts are scattered threugh fifteen 
small valleys, and they consist altogether 
of about 70,000 acres of cultivated fields and 
woodlands. They are divided into 176 
estates, many of the holdings being large. 
Practically the whole support of the city 
comes from this valley, and from the trade 
with Peru. | 

The conditions about Lima are such that 
it never rains. There is not a waterproof 
nor a pair of overshoes in the whole town, 
and umbrellas are used only to keep out the 
sun. The streets have no gutters, and the 
roofs have no chimneys. All of the cooking 
is done over charcoal, the fumes of which 
get out as they can. The town has practi- 


cally no backyards, and only on the out- 


skirts are there gardens. The most of the 
buildings run around courts or patios upon 
which the chief rooms face. The larger 


of ground, a single one often having twenty 


or more rooms, surrounding several large 
courts, in some of which play fountains 
amid tropical trees. 


Many. of the older buildings are beautiful 
and exceedingly comfortable. Some of 
them are largely constructed of sun-dried 
brick, or of plaster spread over a frame- 
work of wood, lathed with bamboo canes. 
The roofs are of this nature. The outer 
walls of such buildings are covered with 
stucco and the city has a very substantial 
appearance, whereas much of it, as I said in 
a former letter, is a combination of mud 
and fishing poles. — 


Of late they are putting up many fine. 
structures of reinforced concrete; and 
along the Avenue of the Exposition, for in- 
stance, are residences that would be consid- 
ered fine anywhere in the world. Lima has 
altogether now about 150,000 inhabitants. 
It is steadily growing, and when the canal 
is completed its population and business 
will greatly increase. It will be one of the 
chief tourist resorts of South America; and 


houses are fine, and they cover a great deal if it can only have some better hotels it will 
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be the most delightful resort along the west 
coast. 

As it is now, the hotel accommodations 
are limited. There are two or three large 
establishments which have rooms and board.

THOSE IN RURAL DISTRICTS 


SHOULD BE BEAUTIFIED. 

T IS expected that during the year 1915 

all of California will be on dress parade. 

If this is to be the programme, and every- 
thing at present points in this one direction, 
we must not overlook a single phase of the 
beautification scheme. The writer has in 
mind at this moment the rural district 
school. It is both interesting and satisfying 
to know. that Los Angeles city schools will 
be well taken care of by the school-garden 
department and that it is doing noble mis- 
sionary work with other and lesser mu- 
nicipalities, but will the gospel be carried 
to the outlying rural districts? 
But yesterday the writer, on his way to 
Riverside, passed by a country school where 
not a single plaut except weeds grew upon 
the mou ids and the latte had no definite 
boundary to show separation from the vast 


fields surrounding. This school is but a 


few hundred feet distant from and in full 
view of one of our main lines of travel. 
Can we afford to allow such an advertise- 
ment to stand during 1915? Its remoteness 
or lack of relative importance should offer 
no excuse for its neglect; yet how true it is 
that what is every one’s business is no- 


body’s business. Strange that the one piece 


of property in a community in which all 
have common interest should be the one 
most neglected. County Boards of Educa- 


tion are advised that herein is suggested a 


fertile field awaiting “cultivation” a word 
fraught with much meaning and capable. ‘of 
various interpretations. 

Even an inclosure of the schoolyard by a 
row of trees on two or more sides would 
serve to distinguish the extent of public 
ownership and provide both shade and pro- 
tection from wind, rain, etc. A double or 
triple row along one or two sides would, in 
the case noted, afford much needed protec- 
tion, rendering the schoolyard much more 


pleasant to all during every month in the. 


year. A few flowering shrubs and herba- 
ceous plants around the base of the building 
would make it more attractive in many ways 
and put a touch of life and color into an 
otherwise wholly unattractive property. If

yard of weeds it would provide sufficient

HOME MADE. 
Sewing-Basket Stand. 


{New York Tribune:] This stand may be 
made of three bamboo canes or three broom- 
sticks. These should be thirty inches long. 
Fasten them firmly in the center with wire. 
Fasten a shallow basket with wire near the 
end of the canes. It will be more secure if 
holes are bored in the canes to pass the 
wire through. White enamel the whole. If 
a cover is desired for the basket, sew a strip 
of pretty cretonne or China silk to the inside 
of the basket and run a drawstring of nar- 
row ribbon or cord on top. Use bows of 
ribbon to cover wire where the canes cross 
and where basket is attached to stand. Rib- 
ben used should match cretonne or silk that 
is used for basket trimming. 


A Vacation Pillow. 


This is made of linen or cretonne of a 
color that will not quickly show soiling. Cut 
two pieces eighteen and one-half inches, 
square for the pillow proper and one 
piece ten and three-fourths inches by 
eighteen and one-half inches, with the 
pattern running the ten-inch way if 
the material has an up and down pattern. 
The third piece is for the pocket. Hem this 
piece one-half an inch in all and stitch flat. 
Lay it on one of the large pieces, with the 
right side of both facing out; the smaller 
piece will extend ten and one-fourth inches 
on the larger one. Stitch down the center 
to make two nine-inch pockets. Now put 
the other large piece on the back, turn it 
wrong side out and stitch on the other two 
sides and bottom. Allow one-fourth-inch 
seams on all sides, pocket included. Turn 
right side out again., Place an eighteen-inch 
floss pillow inside and oversew the top to 
close the pillow. Make a strap one inch 
wide and twenty inches long from the re- 
maining material and attach it to the top 
ends of the pillow. The pillow weighs very 
little and may be carried over the shoulder 
without being in the way. The pockets 
hold books, writing material or fancy work— 
whatever one may wish to carry when going 
in the woods or fields.

Warm Essentials. 


CLEANLINESS AND COMMON | 


SENSE. | 

{The poultryman’s real troubles begin 
after the chicks are hatched. This is espe 
cially true of artificial hatchings, which 
seem to require more care than the natu- 
rally-raised chick. 

Feeding, heat and ventilation all enter 
into the problem to a great extent. Pre- 
pared foods now appear to have supplied a 
long-felt want. Also there are many good 
appliances now that take the place of the 
mother hen. But care is constantly re- 
quired to give the chicks just the attention 
needed. Some valuable advice is given in 
the following article. ; 

The accompanying illustration shows 
White China Geese, a popular variety.] 


FTER the chicks have been properly 

incubated from good, strong, vigorous 

stock, or even hen-hatched, comes the 
real battle for success in poultry raising. If 
you cannot produce chicks that live and make 
a good growth each and every year your suc- 
cess in the poultry industry will be short- 
lived. 

Generally speaking, there is no one “best 
way” to raise chickens that is suited to all 
persons and all places. It is largely a mat- 
ter of locality—what is good for one place 
is not always as well adapted to another, 
although there are certain fundamentals 
that will hold good everywhere. 

With hen-hatched chicks, where the 
chicks are allowed to run with the.hen, 
more liberty can be taken than with chicks 
artificially hatched and reared. The aver- 
age hen is not overburdened with sense 
from a human point of view, and it seems 
that the chicks hatched and reared by her 
can almost digest carpet tacks. If they do 
not die of over-exercise they~ will seldom 
fall victims to anything. Brooder chicks 
require greater care in feeding ahd, though 
there are several systems of feeding, there 
are some foods and mixtures that are com- 
ing into genera! use, due to their success. 


Ready-made Foods the Best. 


That commercial chick feeds, the “high- 
grade kind,” have done more than anything 
else to solve the feeding question, both as 
to ease and economy, is undoubted. While 
the successful poultry raiser can usually se- 
cure results in feeding grown fowls by mikx- 
cures of his own, there are very few who 
will attempt to mix their own chick feeds 
after obtaining one of the high-grade chick 
feeds now on the market. 3 

The chief reason for this fact lies in the 
difficulty of obtaining good seeds and good 
grains in small quantities, and this is espe- 
cially so in the East. It is not a question of 
price; the grains are not to be obtaimed, and 
this is a handicap to those wishing to mix 
their own feeds. The large feed dealers 
have put together mixtures that are cheaper, 
sweeter and cheaper than the same ingredi- 
ents could be mixed by the individual, and 
they are a great deal better balanced than 
they could be if mixed by a beginner, for, as 
a rule, these feeds are based on the advice 
of successful poultry raisers. This has sim- 
plified the feeding of chicks and has done 
much to make poultry-growing easier and 
more profitable than formerly. 


Fesds for Little Chicks. 


After the chicks are hatched, they need 
no food for at least thirty-six hours. One 
of the last processes in the period of incu- 


bation is the absorption of the yolk of the 


egz, and this furnishes them with food 
ready placed until they are in condition to 
take the first food man prepares for them. 
Feeding before they are ready and hungry 
is harmful, and the feeding of chicks too 
soon has been the cause of many deaths. In 
fact, for the first few days proper heat in 
the brooders and good pure air are more 
essential than any feed, no matter how 
good it is. : 
When chicks are “hen-katched,” first feed 
the hen whole corn—the larger grains the 
hen can eat and the chicks cannot. If com- 
mercial feeds are used, follow directions, 
which differ according to the mixture of the 
feeds. Some feed successfully by having 
food beforé the chicks at all times as soon 
as they are old enough. Others follow the 
rule of feeding little and often. This, of 
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Popular Variety for Breeding.

Plenty of grass is needed to raise 
them and a large yard or pasture should be 
afforded. 

In New England, New Jersey and other 
sections the industry has grown extensively 
and excellent prices are obtained. In fact, 
many poultry raisers are giving their exclu- 
sive attention to geese raising. 


dry food can be placed before them after the 
third or fourth day with good results; of 
course the mixture of the dry mash is to be 
considered. 

For the first feed nothing has given better 
results than rolled oats, but be sure that 
they are not damaged. This, crumbled in 
the hands and scattered on the board or in 
the chaff, is one of the main feeds for a 
week. After a few days, a good commercial 
chick feed, containing as little cracked 
corn as one can find in the different brands, 
is fed four or five times during the day. No 
chick feed should contain over 30 per cent. 
of corn, t many do contain more, because 
corn is one of the cheap grains and the buy- 
ing public does not care to pay a high price 
for chick feeds. Nevertheless the feeding 
of large quantities of corn to chicks is not 
the best thing to promote the growth of 
bone and muscle. 

Milk in any form is one of the best devel- 
opers, and can be fed with safety from the 
fourth day on; in fact, the results of feeding 
skim or whole milk for the first month in 
connection with the dry mash and grains 
has given good results. When purchasing 
good feeds at what many would consider a 
high price, it should be remembered that 
chicks do not consume a great quantity up 
to three weeks. Then they are past the 
danger mark, and the larger grains, and in 
proportion cheaper feeds, can be given 
them. 

But every precaution should be taken 
and great care exercised during the three 
weeks, which is the period of either making 
breaking the future usefulness of the 
flock. The dry mash can be started by feed- 
ing bran for the first week, and after this 
period the mixture can be made up of 200 
bran, 100 middiings, 100 good ground oats 
and 60 pounds of high-grade beef scraps 
that contain 40 to 50 per cent. of protein. 
In the purchase of beef scraps, obtain if pos- 
sible only the best grades, finely ground, so 
that it mixes well with the dry mash. No 
cornmeal has Been placed in the mash for 
the reason that good results have been ob- 
tained by feeding corn either heavy or light

Cancer and its Curability. 
Te. cancer is the greatest mys- 


tery in the medical world, much has 

been learned about it during the last 
decade, which gives hope that a solution of 
its cause and cure will not be delayed many 
years more. While its cause has not been 
ascertained, it has been determined that 
the disease is common to all. vertebrate ani- 


elephants, cats, dogs, hens, and even trout 
and cod. In 162 of the 67,849 cattle slaugh- 
tered in Great Britain in 1910 were found 
tumors, of which 120 proved to be cancer. 
In mice it has been discovered that the dis- 
ease is transmissible from animal to animal, 
and that a kind of vaccination may be devel- 
oped, suggesting protective inoculation as a 
possible future weapon against the disease. 

The differences of opinion regarding the 
cause and cure of the disease are startling. 
Some specialists claim that it is a disease of 
the higher civilization and due in part to 
overeating, but this will not account for its 
presence in animals and fishes. At the 
aquarium in New York cancer is the chief 
cause of the mortality among the fish 4 
fined in the tanks. What is known as lump- 
jaw in cattle, one of the commonest of cattle | 
diseases. Is recognized as a form of cancer

such animals as food is forbidden. ‘There 
is no higher civilization in these cases, and 
it cannot be said with any certainty that fish 
and cattle are affected because of feeding 
u non the ‘“‘left-overs” or because of human 
filth, as hardly enough of this gets into the 
sea to infect the denizens of the deep. 

As to the cure of the disease, many au- 
thentic Instances are known. A recent edi- 
torial in the Medical Record called attention 
to the success of Dr. Robert Abbe of New 
York, in the use of radium as follows: 

“An experience such as Abbe has had in 
the last ten years—250 epitheliomas of all 
parts; 180 carcinomas of the tongue, 
throat, esophagus, breast, etc.; fifty sareo- 
mas of the skin, parotid, bones, etc., with 
numerous failures, but with an ever greater 
proportion of success as knowledge of how 
to avoid errors in the application of radium 
increased—should compel attention.” 

At the same time the success of radium 
in the treatment of deep-seated cancer or 
tumors rests on a weak foundation. In su- 
perficial instances it seems to be a success. 
The same can be said of X-ray treatment, 
the use of “Coley’s fluid,” of fulguration and 
of metallic ferments. But with all the evi- 
dences and the hopes that radium is the 
blessing that has been waited for, Dr. 
Charles Ryall, chairman of the medical com- 
mittee of the Cancer Hospital in London, 
said at a recent meeting of the governors: 

“Radium has not come to supplant sur- 
gery in the treatment of cancer, but to aid it 
in fighting the disease. The properties of 
radium are comparatively little known, and 
we are therefore going through the experi- 
mental stage of .radium treatment, endeav- 
oring to fathom its effect on disease, espe- 
cially cancer, estimate its dosage and class-

One of the most important aids in the 
reformatory work of the juvenile courts of 
Chicago is Dr. Healy, who acts through the 
Juvenile Psychopathic Institute, of which he 
is director ahd founder. For five years a 
privately-endowed volunteer laboratory. run 
in connection with juvenile court work, the 
institute has studied the mentalities of juve- 
niles of the court, especially those of the re- 
peatedly delinquent, “repeaters,” as the pro- 
bation officers call them; recidivists,“ in 
the scientific term. 

So successful has his work been that the 
County Commissioners have made his labo- 
ratory an integral part of the Juvenile Court 
by appropriations for its expenses, and have 
also decided to establish a similar laboratory 


work, thus lining Chicago up with the fore- 
most courts of the country in the saving of 
children from lives of crime. When the 
judge is baffled as to the course to pursue 
regarding an apparently incorrigible young- 
ster, he turns him over to a probation offi- 
cer with the remark: “See Dr. Healy“ 
The doctor plumbs the child mind to its 
depths, and when he gets through he can lay

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Difference in Diagnosis. 


Dr. Richard Cabot tells the following an- 
ecdote as showing how different may be the 
diagnosis of bodily affections by different 
medical men. In a conversation with the 
matron of a women’s home she said to him: 
“I hear that you are interested in the 
blood. Dr. R., the gynecologist, who was 
our attending man last fall, found that all 
the women had female trouble. Dr. C., the 
throat specialist, who attended last summer, 
found that all of the women had nose and 
throat trouble, and now I suppose you will 
find that all of them have biood trouble.” 

It would be unfair to say that either of 
these doctors was making up cases for him- 
self, but it seems to be like the ptrase: “If 
you go hunting for trouble you can always 
find it.” Many a person has been told that 
he had Bright’s disease because he bad an 
excess of uric acid in his urino. Some other 
doctor will tell him that uric acid is one of 
the body wastes, and is normally present 
in most organs of the boiy: that it can be 
controlled by regulation of the diet, and does 
no great harm in the blood or eisewhere.

and immediately J. Wilkes Booth rushed to 
the edge of the box nearest the stage, where 
Maj. Rathbone was sitting (who was one of 
the guests) with a large knife in his hand. 
He slashed the major in the arm, who was 
then unable to intercept Booth, who dropped 
from the box, dropping in such a way as to 
break the force of his fall. While dropping 
he dragged one of the draped American flags 
to the stage; faced the audience, and in a 


his head, shouted: ‘Sic semper tyrannis!’ 
and then rushed off the stage on the side op- 
posite the President's box. 

“As soon as Booth had disappeared, brother 
Robert (who knew Booth well) was one of 
the first to rise in his seat and shout: It's 
Booth! It’s Booth!’

William Withers had blocked the passage in 
front of me, and as Booth passed him he cut 
into his clothing with his dagger, slashed 
him in the neck, made hig way to the rear 
door, hobbled on his saddle horse and es- 
taped. About this time I began to realize 

the cause of all the confusion.” ' 

At this point of the narrative Mrs. 
Struthers opened a faded envelope and took 
from it a picture of J. Wilkes Booth that hé 
had given her. | 

“Poor, misguided man,” she said, as. she 
gazed at the photograph. “He was not 
bloodthirsty, as commonly supposed; he was 
desperate.

“Brother Thomas, as you saw by his letter, 
believes Spangler was drin into the con- 
spiracy at the last moment while under the 
influence of drink.

My 
father, who was one of the company, upon 
hearing the call, helped to support Laura 
Keene across the stage so that she could go 
to Mr. Lincoln's aid.

She raised his head in her 
arms and his blood trickled down her dress. 
She turned his head slightly, and for the 
first time the wound was definitely located. 
The blood that fell stained her hands, and a 
moment later as she sobbed with her hands 
to her face, it got on her face and hair. 
Never will I forget the picture of this hereto- 
fore light-hearted, care-free comedienne, 
now blood-stained from head to foot, con- 
vulsed with sobs, acting her part in the 
most harrowing tragedy that ever took place 
in a theater. 

My father was one of the men who helped 
to move President Lincoln from the theater 
to the house opposite, where he died. I can 
see them carrying that gaunt, awkward form 
through the aisles. How my heart ached 
with pity for him; how I prayed for his re- 
covery; how I deplored the cruelty that laid 
him low! My tears were mingled with those 
of the nation, for we all loved honest Old 
Abe. Great as he was, he was at heart only 
a big, brave, sympathetic friend to us all.” 
As Mrs. Struthers finished speaking, she

Prentiss sympathized with them. Paul Ship- 
man, associate editor, reflected on several 
occasions the thoughts of Mrs. Prentiss. 
The management of the paper did not want 
to get into trouble with the Federal authori- 
ties. I, therefore, was engaged for the edi- 
torial staff, and the army news was placed 
under my control. It was my duty to keep 
in close touch with headquarters and inter- 
view prominent officers going to or from the
